For your information, a search of the indices to our Central Records System reflected there were additional records 
potentially responsive to your Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOIPA) request.

We were advised that 
the potentially responsive records were not in their expected location and could not be located after a reasonable 
search. Following a reasonable waiting period, another attempt was made to obtain this material. This search for the 
missing records also met with unsuccessful results. 






FBI FOIPA Addendum 


As referenced in our letter responding to your Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOIPA) request, the FBI FOIPA Addendum 
provides information applicable to your request. Part 1 of the Addendum includes standard responses that apply to all 
requests. Part 2 includes standard responses that apply to requests for records about individuals to the extent your request 
seeks the listed information. Part 3 includes general information about FBI records, searches, and programs. 

Part 1: The standard responses below apply to all requests: 

(i) 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). Congress excluded three categories of law enforcement and national security records from the 
requirements of the FOIPA [5 U.S.C. § 552(c)]. FBI responses are limited to those records subject to the requirements 
of the FOIPA.

(ii) Intelligence Records. To the extent your request seeks records of intelligence sources, methods, or activities, the FBI 
can neither confirm nor deny the existence of records pursuant to FOIA exemptions (b)(1), (b)(3), and as applicable to 
requests for records about individuals, PA exemption (j)(2) [5 U.S.C. §§ 552/552a (b)(1), (b)(3), and (j)(2)]. The mere 
acknowledgment of the existence or nonexistence of such records is itself a classified fact protected by FOIA exemption 
(b)(1) and/or would reveal intelligence sources, methods, or activities protected by exemption (b)(3) [50 USC §

(iii) Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks - often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal 
history records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a 
listing of information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal 
employment, naturalization, or military service.

Private Citizens 
cannot request a name check.

enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

This letter confirms in writing your express consent for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to investigate your background 
in connection with the consideration of your application for 
employment. 

You should be aware that the authority to collect this back¬ 
ground information is based on the President’s executive powers 
in Article II of the Constitution. The information will be used 
to obtain necessary clearances to assist you in your work. The 
background information, which includes a review of FBI files, 
will be disclosed to another Federal agency, to assist in its 
process of clearing you.
